Examiner's Comments 

Claims 1-3, 6-8, 10-35 are allowed. See file history. As for the former rejection 
that needs to be clarified (mentioned at page 8 of the amendment of February, 2008), 
please note that instead of Arbaugh at page 27, "ACPI at page 27" was actually meant 
in the former rejection. As noted throughout prosecution and noted in file history, the 
claims are directed to the situation of BIOS handling, such as in handling a hibernate file 
in the situation.
